1. Communication dated May 28, 2019 (received June 6th) requesting Commission 
approval of a proposed amendment to the 2018-2019 Appropriations Ordinance 
(Enrolled Ordinance No. 2018-683) in accordance with Budget adjustment No. 
2019-35-192 reallocating revenues and expenditures in the amount of $48,158 in 
the General Fund (101); the County Executive advises that the budget 
adjustment for the Sheriffs Office serves to reallocate funds in the amended 
budget from Sheriff-County Jails to Sheriff Administration in order to provide 
sufficient funding for Outreach staffing. (2019-35-192)

approval of a proposed amendment to the 2018-2019 Appropriations Ordinance 
(Enrolled Ordinance No. 2018-683) in accordance with Budget Adjustment No. 
2019-35-172 reallocating expenditures in the amount of $2,300 in the General 
Fund (101); the County Executive advises that this budget adjustment for HVCW- 
Central Administration serves to reallocate funds from Services and Contractual 
Services to Travel to meet the needs of the department. (2019-35-172) 

3. Communication dated May 7, 2019 (received May 10th) requesting Commission 
approval of a proposed amendment to the 2018-2019 Appropriations Ordinance 
(Enrolled Ordinance No. 2018-683) in accordance with Budget adjustment No. 
2019-35-152 certifying revenue in the amount of $360,000 in the General Fund 
(101); the County Executive advises that the budget adjustment serves to certify 
federal grant revenue for the Prosecuting Attorney for the Innovative Prosecution 
Solution to Combat Illegal Opioids project; this grant is to provide prosecutors 
with the resources to address violent crime caused by illegal opioid use. (2019- 
35-152) 

4. Communication dated May 7, 2019 (received May 10th) requesting Commission 

approval of a proposed amendment to the 2018-2019 Appropriations Ordinance 
(Enrolled Ordinance No. 2018-683) in accordance with Budget Adjustment No. 
2019-35-167 certifying revenue in the amount of $5,736 in the Law Enforcement 
Fund (266); the County Executive advises the budget adjustment serves to 
certify revenue from Fund Balance for monies collected in prior years from the 
State of Michigan for MCOLES training for the Prosecuting Attorney; these funds 
were not expended in the years they were collected and have fallen to Fund 
Balance; therefore, they need to be appropriated. (2019-35-167)
